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AGGIES WIN AGAIN

BY A SINGLE POINT

Tigers Couldn't Hold Lead
They Got Early in

Game.

SEVEN MEN PLAYED

Basket Shooting by Both
Teams Poor Drumm's

Playing Good.

The last basketball game of the sea-
son on the Tiger's home court went to
the Kansas Aggies last night by a sin-
gle point. The score was 22 to 21.

The same was a little better than on
the night before. Neither team could
score from the field and the free
throwing was worse than in the first
game.

It was the same story that goes
with the other four games the Tigers
have lost in the past ten days. They
got the lead in the first part of the
game and held it until near the last
then went to pieces and allowed the
opposing team to win. Just before
the final whistle blew Wear had a
chance to tie the score with a free
throw as in the game Wednesday
night, but again his shot fell short.

The Tigers used seven men. That
is all they had in suits. Drumm was
taken out because of four personal fouls
and Palfreyman was taken from the
game by the referee for kicking an
Aggie player who had knocked him
dbwn. This would have been Palfrey-man- 's

fourth personal foul anyway.
Just whom Coach Field would have
put in to play in case another Tiger
had been disqualified is a guess indeed.

Drumm played another good game.
This tall boy is the Gallagher of the
basketball team. The rooters were al-

ways yelling for Drumm and when
he was sent out of the game, they gave
him another hand. Drumm plays hard
and follows up his shots. He is always
the man who is trying to shoot from
the field. If his throw misses, he us-

ually is the man who catches it on the
bound back and takes another throw.
Two field goals in the first half and
one in the second is his record for last
night.

Bernet played the entire game with
one hand. He was also limping and
could hardly run. He made two field
goals in the first half and one in the
last. He also kept up his good record
as to fouls, not one being called on
him. Last year "Snooks" was lucky
to get to play an entire game.

Palfreyman and Speelman showed
particularly well at guard. The Ag-

gies could do very little scoring from
the field until Palfreyman went out a
few minutes before the finish. The
Tigers were leading by a good margin
then but the Aggies really started and
they scored six points faster than the
score keeper could put them on the
score board. Then two free throws put
them in the lead by a point.

Kansas lost one man, Jones, because
of four personal fouls. Only eleven
fouls were called on them, all but one
being personals. Wear missed all but
three of the free throws. The Tigers
made fourteen fouls, all personal ex-

cept one on Drumm for running with
the ball. The Kansas-player- s were as
bad as the Tigers on free throws, mak-

ing only four out of the fourteen tries.
Speelman threw one field goal, the

first of the game. Wear never scored
from the field. Palfreyman, Reeser
and Carson also went scoreless. Wear
had three personal fouls charged
against him and Speelman two. Car-

son and Reeser, both of whom played
only a short time, did not get a foul.

The crowd at the game was larger
than "on the first night.
